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THE SERIOUS DANGER OF RASH FOREIGN LOANS. 
,| Wx fear there is some danger not of a great foreign loan 
mania, but of a small one. We mean that the mania will 
not be large enough to much affect the money market, or at 
all hurt the country ; but that it will be quite big enough to 
injure many unwise persons who may now lend their money 
to unfit foreign governments, and who may hereafter lose it in 
consequence. The present is precisely the timein which such 
a calamity is to be feared. For a long time after the panic of 
1866 there was no money that could be tempted. The events of 
that year ruined, or half ruined, a whole generation of specu- 
lators, small and great; for a long time afterwards corn was 
dear and trade was bad; in consequence the business classes 
had no money to invest, and the only accumulations made 
were the very small ones made by persons with fixed or 
comparatively fixed incomes; and these perhaps, as a whole, 
only covered the losses made in many trades where the 
| capital invested, so far from yielding a profit, was not itself 
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unimpaired at the ond of the year. But now, mainly in conse- 
quence as we consider of the protracted low price of corn, trade 
is better, and in some branches of it, though by no means yet 
in all, profits are considerable. And some experience of the | 
money market has impressed on our minds two fixed convic- 
tions : first, that the main source of the available savings is the 
extra profit made when trade is good—when trade is bad there 
are generally, as there was lately, losses enough to swallow up 
the small savings of the non-trading part of the public ;—and 
second, that so far from traders’ accumulations out of profits 
being less likely than other savings to be tempted into bad 
speculations, they are on the whole more likely. At first 
sight it would be said that these accumulations having been 
made by experienced men of business would be likely to be 
kept in safe invastments. But in reality men of business have 
a great defect as investors of spare money. They are accus- 
tomed toa high rate of profit in their business, and they 
cannot but look with contempt on 5 per cent., 4} per 
cent., and all such rates. They think that “any old 
“woman could make those figures,” but that they, 
with their long experience of business matters, ought 
to make something much better. But if the years 
after panics (and not less but more than any other, the last 
year since 1866) were examined, it would be found that such 
men of business did not make more but less. They hated | 
small rates, and they were bold enough to attempt new | 
things. And it is a mistake to imagine that a finished know- 
ledge of one kind of trade, if confined, as in Englishmen it is

very apt to be, almost wholly to that trade, gives any par- | 
ticular power of investing money well out of that trade. The 
circumstances of each species of business are peculiar, and 
unless a man has some knowledge of more than one, or some 
acquaintance with principles, or has had some previous 
painful experience, he may easily be tempted into some pro- 
mising but unsound scheme, although he knows his own 
trade. We are far from saying that on the whole this dis- 
position on the part of saving traders is an evil. On the con- 
trary, there must be some people to try experiments in 
money, and they are the people. Theirs is, if we may so 
express it, the tentative money of the country—that which 

' 


gradually. What we mean is, that for a long time there has 
been no such tentative money, that now there is some, and 
that there is a danger of its being tempted into bad foreign 
loans. 


Two questionable projects have this week been before the 
public. Not long ago the Khedive of Egypt made another 
considerable loan—the seventh, we think, within a few years | 
in this market. We warned our readers how likely it was 
that the case of Turkey would be repeated; that a half-civi- 
lised Government once finding its hand, to use a vulgar say- 
ing, “‘ in the pocket of Lombard street,” would keep it there ; | 
that, being able to obtain money without painful economy, it 
would not practise economy; that the natural check on the 
inherent laxity of these Governments being removed, they 
would continue to be improvident. We were told that with | 
Egypt it would be otherwise ; that the present Khedive was a | 
peculiar man ; that he would not yield to but would withstand | 
the temptations to which other Princes in similar circumstances 
have yielded. The Khedive entered into a direct engagement | 
not to contract any new loan for five years. But already he | 
is in the market again. This time there is a sort of pretence that | 
the loan is for his private purposes and to be secured on his } 


takes the first venture bad or good, and which the rest follow 
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private estate. But under s despotic Government there is 
no distinction between the estate of the Sovereign and the 
revenue of the nation. In truth, the Sovereign employs 


| his estate in governing the nation. In England in early 


| 


times such was the principal resource of the King. The 


revenue which he derived from customs or internal revenue 


| was trifling in comparison with that which he obtained from 
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the Royul domain. Just so in Egypt now the Khedive’s 
private property is a large item in his income as a 
Prince, and in times of incipient civilisation it is idle to try 
to separate the two. The new Egyptian loan looks as if that 
Government would, like that of Turkey, borrow as long as it 
can, and only stop when on trial it can borrow no more. 


We do not deny or question the wonderful resources of 
Egypt; what we deny is the existence of such a settled 
government as is entitled to continuous credit, The popula- 
tion is ignorant and unimproving. It is what three thousand 
years of slavery have made it, and as yet it does not wish to 
change. The motive and altering power is an intelligent foreign 
dynasty which uses the country as a splendid “human farm,” 
with very fertile soil, and a most industrious applicable popu- 
lation. But a single stupid member of this dynasty may be 
fatal to the credit of the Government. Some improvident 
Khedive may say—‘ Why should I limit my pleasures and 
“cramp my wants to pay interest on money which I never 
“ received, which my predecessors spent when they got it, from 
‘which I do not see that they derived any benefit? Let the 
“ foreign usurers take care of themselves, I will not take care 
“of them.” Of course such talk would be reckless absurdity, 
but still it is very likely absurdity. It is just what very foolish 
despots have always thought since history began, and what 
they will always think. The credit of no Government can be 
safe which rests on the intelligence of the Sovereign, if by 
the accidents of birth the Sovereign may be foolish, or may 
even be mad, 


The loan to Japan is certainly a very singular one, and is a 
remarkable example of rapid changes. If about ten years ago, 
at the time of Lord Elgin’s mission to Japan, he or any of his 
suite had been told that in 1870 such a loan would be asked 
and made, they would have hardly thought it possible. Japan 
was then a country about which no foreigner knew anything ; 
which refused information; where travellers were murdered and 
were unsafe ; the very Government of which was peculiar and 
unknown. No doubt we have since learnt much that is favour- 
able. Japan is an ancient arrested civilisation ; like so many 
others in the East it began we do not know how, and stopped 
we can hardly explain why. The people are of remarkable 
imitative intelligence, ready to copy European inventions and 
profit by European knowledge. But when we come to lend 
them money, there are several questions which must be asked 
and answered. 


First. Have we sufficient experience of Japan to say what 
the real working of its peculiar polity is ? 

Secondly. Do we know what all the various bodies and 
persons having power in that polity may think of paying 
money to foreigners—that being an incessant difficulty to all 
but the best nations ? ; 


Thirdly. Even if we know what the Japanese polity is now, 
can we be certain what it will be some years hence? It is 
now subject for the first time to the most powerful of all 
social solyents—the perpetual contact with a higher material 
civilisation. In general this is not a process of pure im- 
provement. The first stage often is that a secluded nation 
(like a boy brought up at home) loses its narrow morality 
without, for a time at least, gaining a broader morality. Are 
we sure that this new nation can be trusted with the greatest 
of pecuniary temptations—that of borrowing from persons 
they never have seen, and of only defrauding (if they do 
defraud) persons whom they never will see. To many a 
foreign loan must seem a new monstrosity, and will not repay- 
ing it seem a worse ? 


We ask these questions, not that we wish ill to this sin 

loan ; on the contrary, we should be glad to think well of it, 
for the Japanese are a very interesting nation. But it is our 
duty as far as we can to make lenders see and know what 
they are doing; and especially now, when for many years 
there is more “ money to lose”’ in Lombard street than there 
has been for years past, we are most anxious that due care 
should be taken, and that if possible it should not be lost, 
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THE GREEK TROUBLE, 
Peruars there is no political or moral question of so much 
perplexity as that how to deal with men who do not recognise 
the obligation of ordinary laws at all. The attempt to deal 
with them is rarely made without involving all concerned in 
something of the same obliquity of vision. We confess that 
this seems to us to have been the fate of England in this 
calamitous Greek business. The conduct of the Greek |} 
Government, in its relation with the bands of brigands whieh 
infest the country, has long been as bad and loose as it well 
could be. There has been no genuine attempt to suppress 
brigandage, no sincere aversion to it, no lack even of direct 
sympathy with it amongst official personages. So far has this 
gone, that we find from the papers just presented to Parlia- 
ment concerning this terrible tragedy that the Greek Prime 
Minister, M. Zaimis, deliberately imputes to members of the 
Parliamentary Opposition direct intrigues with the brigands |} 
entered into with a view of making them persist in their de. 
mands, the object having been, as the Prime Minister believes, |} 
to get the Ministry into a complication with England|} 
and Italy so formidable as to compel the convocation of an |} 
extra session of Parliament and open another opportunity for 
driving the Government from power. Let us for a moment 
imagine Mr Gladstone accusing Mr Disraeli of direct nego- 
tiations with the Irish ribandmen, conceived with a view to}} 
embarrass the Government and compel an autumn session, 
and we shall understand in what a condition. Greek morality | 
in relation to brigandage now is by the official admission of || 
the Greek Minister himself. That a country in this eondi- 
tion is difficult to deal with in relation to the question of 
brigandage must be obvious enough; and we think that both 
Lord Clarendon’s dispatches and the proposals openly adyo- 
cated in our public journals show that it is not easy for us 
to deal with it without soiling our own hands. 

The story of this great disaster is so well known that it is not 
necessary to relate it atany length. A party of Englishmen and 
ladies, including an English Secretary of Legation, wished to visit 
Marathon. They asked for an escor!, which was accorded them 
by the Athenian War Office, without any intimation that there 
was the slightest danger of encountering brigands in the neigh- 
bourhood ; and indeed for a long time back there had been 
no such danger, nor does it seem likely that there would have 
been any had not the political importance of the party some- 
how become known to the brigands, and some notice been given 
to them from Athens of the intentions of the strangers. But in 
one way or another intelligence reached the brigands that a party 
worth a magnificent ransom would be travelling between 
Marathon and Athens on a certain day, and on its return it was 
attacked by a powerful band of brigands, two of the small 
escort killed, the whole of the English party captured and carried 
off. The ladies, however, were soon sent back to Athens, and 
later on one of the gentlemen, Lord Muncaster, was also 
despatched to negotiate for the rich ransom (25,000/) and the 
amnesty which the brigands demanded as the price of the 
release of the others. Of course the English Minister, Mr 
Erskine, earnestly pressed upon the Greek Government every 
possible precaution for the safety of the prisoners, and demanded 
and apparently obtained a promise, first from the Minister-at- 
War, but confirmed, it would appear, by the King and Prime 
Minister, that the troops should not move against the 
brigands or do anything to alarm them while the safety of 
the captives was likely to be imperilled. The Greek vonsti- 
tution, however, gives the King no power to pardon any but 
political crimes, and, though it is likely enough as the chief 
of the brigands told the English Secretary of Legation, Mr 
Herbert, that this difficulty had been repeatedly got over by 
the Greek Government, it seems that the Greek Government 
declined to break the constitution again on this point, pledging 
themselves, however, to make any sacrifice in their power 
beyond this, to effect the release of the captives. In spite of 
all these promises, however, the brigands were attacked a!

Such is the story so far as it is independent of the action of 
our Government. But it is in the history of this action, and in 
the rashness of the public comments it has provoked, that we 
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see how easy it is for the weak to taint the strong with their 
own unscrupulousness. Lord Clarendon, no doubt actuated 
by a feeling of pity and dread so profound as to be anything 
but fastidious in its choice of means to avert the threatened 
calamity, authorised the most extraordinary communication 
both to the Greek Government and to the brigands. He 
| authorised Mr Erskine—acting, however, in this on the sugges- 
tion of the Greek Government—to offer to remove the 
brigands in an English ship of war with their great booty to 
Malta, so as to be beyond the reach of Greek justice. And 
he did more—he directed Mr Erskine to demand in the 
strongest terms from the Greek Government that promise of 
an amnesty for the brigands which they required as a condi- 
tion sine qué non of the release of the prisoners. Now, no 
one would wish to criticise harshly what the English Minister 
did in a moment of extreme anxiety and excitement in the 
hope of saving valuable lives, endangered both by the impo- 
|| tence and the apparently affected scruples of one of the worst 
|| and weakest Governments in the world,—a Government which 
has in general shown so little of respect for Constitutional 
restrictions that it almost seemed a mockery to plead them at 
‘| such a moment when so much was at stake. But no one will 
say that the spectacle could be edifying of an English ship of 
|| war bringing a set of Greek thieves and cut-throats in great 
state to Malta, and there landing them with an enormous 
reward for their thievish tricks. It may, perhaps, be fairly 
said that if the Greek Government suggested this solution, and 
was quite willing to connive at the escape of these rascals, we 
were not responsible for the failure of justice, and had a far 
|| greater duty to perform in saving the innocent lives endangered 
than we had in the exceptional execution of Greek justice. 
And, possibly, this answer may be satisfactory, or, at least, as 
satifactory as most solutions of moral difficulties in cases of 
|| great emergency are apt to be. But what can be said to 
excuse the deliberate proposal of Lord Clarendon to extort 
from the Greek Government the promise of an amnesty to 
these ruffians, even though it were the only chance cf saving 
valuable English lives? Will it be said, as some have said, 
that the promise might have been given and then broken as 
soon as the English prisoners were in safety, that 
no good faith is due to men of bad faith? That is a 
mild way of saying that we were perfectiy right in press- 
ing on the Greek Government to give itself the lie, 
and put itself deliberately on the same footing with 
the brigands whom it professes to desire to suppress, 
| rather than that three valuable English lives and one valuable 
| Italian life should be sacrificed. We hold that if that be 
| morally defensible, it is morally defensible to say at once 
that no crime should be scrupled at, at least by any Govern- 
ment that has not a reputation to uphold, to save English 
life ; and that we should never hesitate to press the commission 
of a gross crime on such a Government with such an object 
\!in view. It is far less unworthy no doubt to maintain that 
we demanded the amnesty, meaning it to be given in good 
faith and its promises adhered to by the Greek Government. 
[oat what does even that course really mean except that 
we positively demanded from the Greek Government to 
oe one more to the securities of brigandage, nay, to 
give it a vast additional impulse? What we de- 
||manded was a fresh proof that successful brigands may 
|jalways ensure their own safety by making amnesty a 
condition of the return of their prisoners, together with 
a very striking fresh illustration of the reward which may 
4) accompany the immunity. Moreover how could it ever be 
possible for us to blame Greece for doing for Greeks or citizens 
{|of any other nation what we tried to compel her to do for 
|) Englishmen? If we were right in considering the amnesty 
\\ and reward of the robbers a mere feather in the scale against 
}| Our countrymen’s lives, how should Greece be wrong in ap- 
|| plying the same rule to similar cases for the future? How 
could we for very shame say—‘ When the lives of Englishmen 
“ are at stake, all the moral considerations which restrain the 
“ Government from amnestying robbers and would-be mur- 
“ derers should be waived at once, but you shall not apply the 
“ same rule to the lives of Greeks without incurring our con- 
“stant reproaches and remonstrances?” We confess that 
though Lord Clarendon’s action in the matter may be excused by 
the strong personal feelings which must necessarily have been 





















excited under an ney so painful, we cannot conceive con- 
duct less open to justification on any even plausible 
moral «ath og 
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The extraordinary proposal of some of our journals to 
make this the occasion for the temporary occupation of Greece, 
for the purpose of clearing it of brigands, seems to us hardly 
more defensible, while it is open to still stronger criticism on 
grounds of expediency. Temporary occupations of any 
country always must upset whatever moral force there is in| 
the local government. The temporary occupation once | 
withdrawn, the last state of that land is necessarily worse | 
than the first,—for whatever restraint the local Govern- | 
ment previously had is utterly vanished,—the Govern- ti 
ment thus publicly superseded has become contemptible. 
There may be sufficient arguments for annexing a country | 
as ill-governed as Oude was, for example, to one which | 
has a good and strong Government, but temporary occupa- | 
tions never yet succeeded in doing anything permanent 
beyond extinguishing the respect cf the inhabitants for their 
own authorities. If, as seems likely, we have certain claims on | 
Greece for the valuable lives thus sacrificed through the im-| 
potence, or bad faith, or both, of the Greek Government, let 
us enforce these claims in the usuai way, and not attempt a | 
vicarious purification of Greece, which would only :ender the | 
attempts of the native authorities to govern well after our 
departure even more hopeless. 

Too little is as yet known of the circumstances of these 
murders to decide how far our claims on the Greek Govnen | 
ment are indisputable. It seems certain that the Minister of 
War, General Soutzo (who has now resigned), promised, the | 
Prime Minister and the King endorsing him, that the | 
troops should not advance against the brigands while the/| 
prisoners were still in their power. It is certain that that! 
advance took place nevertheless, and was the cause of these | 
murders. What led to the change of policy we do not as yet | 
know, and will not attempt to conjecture. But if, as seems || 
too likely, the promise was simply broken—from whatever | 
motives—there can be no question of the liability of the 








Greek Government to give satisfaction for these atrocities, | 
Indeed even if the promise, for any reason we do not know, | 
was remitted at the suggestion of the prisoners themselves, | 
the carelessness of the Government in guaranteeing the safety | 
of a route which was so beset by brigands, and in either | 
voluntarily or intentionally giving an escort so inadequatetothe | 
danger, can hardly be said to beotherwise than guilty. It was on 
the assurance of the War Office that the English party, including 
a regular English Secretary of Legation, for whose safety the 
Government of the country is specially responsible, were told | 
they could go to Marathon without any danger, and it, 


was under the official protection of an escort that 


| 


travelled. It is hardly credible that the War Minister was 
quite ignorant of the whereabouts of this large band of 
brigands, with whose affairs he afterwards exhibited consi-| 
' derable familiarity. But as to the liability of the Greek Govern- | 
ment we must reserve our opinion till all the facts are before us. 
All we wish to point out now is, that whether Greece be liable or 
not to us and to Italy for what has occurred, public opinion in 
this country is hardly in a calm or healthy state when, instead 
of excusing Lord Clarendon for committing a very great error 
in a very great emergency, it openly endorses all he did, | 
without taking the slightest account of the immorality of the | 
proceeding, and then cries out for a species of vengeance, | 
which, however striking and theatrical, would probably greatly | 
enhance the evil. When we are fully assured as to the! 
liability of the Greek Government for the eruel murder of our | 
Secretary of Legation and his friends, let us press our claims 
with the proper firmness; but let it not be said of 
the English Government that its action abroad is always un- | 
scrupulous and selfish where English interests are concerned, | 
and that we should never hesitate to degrade still further the | 
whole morale of a by no means scrupulous people, for the 
sake of two or three valuable English lives and the happiness | 
of the homes with which they are identified. |

THE EMPEROR’S PROCLAMATION. 
Tue plebiscitum is, comparatively speaking, a new and untried 
power in European politics, and its working deserves to be || 
attentively studied by Liberal politicians. It is a mistake to || 
consider it a shrewd device of the Emperor Napoleon, intended || 
to give a moral basis to an otherwise illegitimate power. It i 
is the extreme form of universal suffrage, and it has therefore i 
a secret charm for almost all democrats; and there is some 
reason to believe that all democracies tend towards a trial of |} 
this tremendous weapon, In America the President of the; 
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United States is now elected by direct plebiscitum, the elabo- 
rate device by which the framers of the Constitution hoped to 
secure a Parliament ad hoc—an Electoral College of the wisest 
and best—having broken down so completely that outsiders 
fancy the popular vote is given directly for the opposing can- 
didates, whereas it is given to certain dummies pledged to 





‘| elect the popular nominee. In many States of the Union, 


moreover, important laws, and more especially amendments to 
the State Constitutions, are now “ submitted to the people” 
—that is, to a plebiscitum; while in Switzerland several 
Cantons have agreed to submit even Executive acts, provided 
| they cost money. The device, in its democratic character, its 
| power, and its rapidity of action, attracts the imagination of 
| many Republicans, and may spread, and every example of its 
working, therefore, well deserves analysis. We alluded last 
week to the extraordinary power which the plebiscitum exer- 
cises over opinion, as shown in the dismay which the mere 
threat of employing it had spread among the Emperor's foes, 
and this week we have even more complete evidence to offer. 
| It is clear that those who know France best think that the 
plebiscite will have moral power not only to override the 
opinion of the Legislature, but to reverse the judgment of the 
people itself as expressed in a less direct and massive 
form. It is not yet twelve months since the French 
people elected by universal suffrage a Chamber which 
was instructed to limit ‘personal power,” and which as its 
| first act did so limit it—did, for instance, compel the Emperor 
ee to resign all his “constituent” prerogatives. 














Nevertheless the plebiscite is no sooner determined on than 
the Emperor and his chief Minister think themselves, 
probably with justice, able to appeal to the people 
en masse to reverse the verdict which the whole people 


Emperor, published on Sunday, is a request for a vote of 
confidence, accompanied by a promise that if he obtains it he 
will preserve the constitution “Imperial and Democratic,” 
that is, not parliamentary, and will never cease to labour for 
the people, that is, will do as he always hitherto has done— 
make his Government popular, but retain most of the power 
of governing. His Minister, M. Ollivier, is even more ex- 
plicit. He says in an address to his constituents, the electors 
of the Var, a vote of Yes will enable him to do more for the 
people than he has ever yet done, that it will free him from 
constitutional discussions and interpellations, and enable the 
Emperor and himself—not the Legislature,—to devise mea- 
sures for benefiting those who have nothing without injuring 
those who are possessed of property. In other words, the 
plebiscite will restore the power of the Emperor to the full, 
and pro tanto diminish that of the representatives—that is, will 
exactly reverse the vote which elected the last Chamber.

It seems at first sight almost inexplicable that men like 
Napoleon and M. Ollivier, men who know France, should think 
the people likely to vote, when summoned en masse, so dif- 
ferently from the way they voted when summoned by dis- 
tricts, but it is evident that they do think so, and they must 
| have some reasons, Those reasons are probably of this kind. 

A plebiscitum being a very rare and exciting event, preceded 
by great agitations, and accompanied by direct appeals from 
the Emperor and his principal advisers, draws out a mass of 
voters who are usually indifferent to politics, and who from 
ignorance, indifference, or timidity, are usually prone to vote 
with rather than against the Government. Then the issue 
stated is so very large, being, M. Ollivier says with some 
truth, nothing less than “the Emperor or the Revolution,” 
that hundreds of thousands who dislike the personal power will 
vote yes rather than risk a general overturn, with the immense 
and uncertain changes which would follow in the State, in the 
Church, and above all, in the security of property. But the 
main reason is this:—lIn the usual elections the electors do 
not give a decree, but elect a man whom they know and more 
or less trust to give a decree if he thinks it is on the whole 
safe. They create a power which can moderate itself. In the 
plebiscitum they give a direct decree. They do not even elect 
men with power to expel or accept the Emperor, but are com- 
pelled to decide for themselves whether they, the men then 
voting, will expel or retain him. When so pressed, the mass 
of men, and especially the mass of men possessed of a little 
realised property, are sure to be more or less conservative, to 
distrust themselves, and to vote that no great change should 
be made. It may not be Imperialism but only Conservatism 
which guides them, but the effect is to generate a timidity 
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t felt when they were electing members who, though obedient 
to their wishes, vole still have the right and the power to 
moderate their execution. Even in England and among poli- 
ticians men will vote against Government on a special pro. 
posal who will vote for them and for that proposal if it is 
made a question of confidence, and the plebiscitum is a wider 
application of the same practice. It may in fact be used to 
annul the vote of the very people who vote it. The plebis. 
citum is not only inconsistent with Parliamentary Govern. 
ment, but is of necessity almost hostile—tends not to confirm 
but rather to reverse Parliamentary decisions. 

That is of course no proof in itself that Parliamen 
Government is the wiser system of the two, but the history 
of this plebiscite supplies strong evidence upon that point 
also. If there is anything clear in politics it is that the 
value of almost any measure depends mainly upon details, 
that to accept or reject a vast multitude of propositions in a 
single yes or no is very foolish, Yet the people of France 
are compelled by the wording of this plebiscite to decide 
whether or no “they approve the liberal reforms effected in the 
“ Constitution since 1860 by the Emperor, and ratify the 
« Senatus Consultum of 20th April, 1870.” Inother words, 
they are asked to say whether or no they approve many hun- 
dreds of propositions, some of them inconsistent with \ 
each other, and most of them so beyond their mental || 
range that they barely comprehend the meaning of the | 
words in which they are embodied. Probzbly no man 
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France, not even the Emperor who framed them, approves 
them all; yet division is impossible, as the nation could not 
be kept together in its comitia for the completion of such a 
process. Now this division is precisely what a Parliament 
can do. Being elected it may have to say yes or no to broad 
principles us electors do in a plebiscitum; but it can make 
yes or no comparatively innocuous by definitions, limitations, 
and arrangements of detail, by infusing a tone even into. its 
obedience to its instructions, which will gravely modify the 
effect of its acts. The nation, which is denied this privilege, 
is therefore of necessity less qualified for the business of life 
than the representative body. We say nothing of the filtering 
process a nation undergoes to produce such a body, for there 
is at least one representative council in the world which is 
inferior to the majority of its own electors, but confine our- 
selves to the patent fact that the nation must, if it acts 
directly, act too roughly, with too little attention to the re- 
finements needful to meet the complexities of opinion, of 
society, and of circumstance. | 
Whether the frankness, not to say the audacity of the 1 
Imperial request, as explained by the Emperor and his || 
Minister, will injure the chances of an affirmative vote is of | 
course doubtful, but we should say it would not. That frank- 
ness makes the issue very broad and simple, and masses of 
people always prefer broad and simple issues, and usually vote 
for the man who proposes them. By the 8th May the terms 
of the question will be almost forgotten; each elector will 
think he is voting for or against Revolution, and on that 
point the peasantry who form a majority of the electors are very 
clear and decided. They think a Republic would impose new | 
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taxes, which the Empire does not do, and they will vote 

against any possibility of taxation. Whether the vote will be 

large depends on many accidents—among others the state of the | 
weather; but that it will be given for the Emperor we enter- | 
tain no doubt. That the probabilities should be so visibly on 

his side, when at the general election his majority was 80 

small, is another proof among many of the divergencies sure 

to exist between the will of the people taken in plebiscite, and

Tx debate on Tuesday night on Mr Torrens’s motion for a2

send envoys when they liked. Oould anything be more 
ridiculous? A great Imperial interest a at stake, 
it is proposed to save it by limiting a power which can only 
be shown to have been used in a trumpery case or two, and 
by a mere alteration of the machinery of communication, 
which can be resorted to and is resorted to already when any 
occasion arises. Even Mr Torrens was repudiated by his own 
seconder in regard to envoys; and not one of the other pro- 
positions sometimes put forward, such as that for a Colonial 
Council or the representation of the colonies in Parliament, 
which Mr Torrens himself rejected, has ever been put into a 
tangibleshape. 1t isnot by vague complaints and demands of this 
sort that great policies are altered, whatever indirect mischief 
may result from them. When the agitators can say what 
they want and stick to it, and can really show that their views 
are practical and held by those concerned, it will be quite 
time enough to engage seriously in the discussion. 


In truth when the matter is looked into, it is found that if 
there is anytbing amiss in the relations between England and 
the colonies, itis from a radical misunderstanding about the sub- 
stance of the arrangements, not from defects in the machinery of 
communication. The colonies or some of them want something 
from the mother country which we have quite made up our 
minds not to give; and no improvement of the machinery 
would make agreement more likely. There is a total differ- 
ence in principle between us. A self-governing colony like 
New Zealand imagines that it has “claims’’ on the mother 
country for assistance in conducting its own domestic con- 
cerns. Its theory of the Imperial connection is that it is 
to be uncontrolled in its policy, with power when it 
encounters difficulties to call upon the mother country 
for aid. Such is the basis of all the eolonial demands, 
each colony naturally sympathising with its neighbours 
from community of interest and feeling. But at home we 
cannot admit the claim in any shape. We have nothing to 
say as to the policy itself; it is pursued without any reference 
to us, and for the direct advantage of the colony alone ; and we 
must decline to serve colonial Governments in the humble 
capacity they assign us. There is not any possibility of 
agreement here. The dispute must continue untii the 
colonists acknowledge that as they have full powers of self- 
government they must accept all its burdens, At any rate no 
reason yet assigned for our rendering assistance is worth any- 
thing. The colonies will separate, we are told; but what 
is to be the limit of our bribes to make them stay? 
To put this question is to answer the threat of separa- 
tion. It would not be easy to suggest anything more dis- 
honourable to a great State, anything more likely to discredit 
its power, than the payment of tribute to independent com- 
munities for the sake of their alliance. If the colonies are 
only to be bribed to stay in the Empire by an implied promise 
of assistance, the amount of which will be a constant subject 
of haggling, we shall certainly be better without them. Thus 
we are not likely to change our policy, and no conceivable 
adjustment of the machinery of communication would affect it. 

It is sometimes said, and it was said in the debate, that 
although our policy is generally against giving assistance, yet 
there may be exceptions, and we are offending our colonies 
by refusing aid in exceptional cases. New Zealand is specially 
cited as a colony in exceptional circumstances. But colonial 
difficulties of akind requiring help, especially when the mother 
country sets its face against demands, are all likely to be ‘‘ ex- 
“ ceptional.” It would be preposterous to ask us to pay all the 
expenses of their Government, though we suspect that if we 
yielded we should be expected to give a regular grant. We 
are only asked to help them through “emergencies.” But the 
emergencies when examined are found to be ordinary enough 
crises in the life of communities. They are the testing 
periods of colonial policy, when we shall therefore do most 
harm by accustoming them to rely on us. The New Zealand 
emergency is no other. A community of 200,000 people is 
engaged in a war with a few thousand natives, in a distinct part 
of its territory, and cannot settle it. The difficulty is so local 
thatit has been proposed to divide the colony, erecting the endan- 
gered part into a crown colony, where as we shall dictate the 

icy we may, without stultifying ourselves, contribute our aid. 

ut the New Zealanders do not wish this; they wish, and 
we think very wisely, to have ali the islands under one 
Government; but if they have the ambition to build up a 
State, why not bear the cost? They are certainly capable 
enough to do so, and to devise some means of dealing with 
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the difficulty, which daily tends to diminish, according to their 
strength. 


The debate was important for another reason. It showed 
very clearly that while the cry is the danger of dismembering 
the Empire, it is the colonies themselves which pursue most 
earnestly a policy which tends to that end. To be consistent 
the agitators here always point to expedients for tightening 
relations and bringing the scattered dependencies of the 
Empire “together ;” but the real feeling of the colonies them- 
selves is towards independence. They want to be more let 
alone, to have greater facilities for altering their constitutions ; | 
wishes are expressed in favour of preserving neutrality when 
the mother country is involved in wars in consequence of a 
policy with which they have as little to do as with the solar 
system. Only a few weeks since the Canadian Parliament was 
discussing proposals for negotiating directly with foreign 
Powers; that is, for negotiating a Custcms Union with the 
United States, in which England would not be consulted. 
All this is very natural and inevitable, as the colonies feel 
their strength ; but it forms a strange comment on the agita- 
tion for a more intimate Imperial union. We should mani- 
festly only do harm by fettering an independence so jealously 
guarded, or doing any act that appears to fetter it. Possibly 
some colony may separate with a grudge against us, because 
we have refused unjust demands; but if we took the course 
now strongly urged we should be sure of their ill-will, and 
extinguish every chance of a free association or alliance 
when the colonies are more able to stand by themselves,

Tae Frencu “Compacyre ImMositierr.”—The deci- 
| sion which the Imperial Court of Paris has just given in the 
| actions against the directors of this company is a very re- 
markable one, both as regards the responsibility of directors 
and the question of “ paper profits.” There were two grounds 
||-of action by the shareholders against the directors—the first 
| that of mandate, the defendants, it was alleged, having failed 
in their duty as agents, and the second that the plaintiffs had 
been seduced into taking shares by false accounts and 
|reports. The Court held that the action was not sus- 
jtainable on the first ground. An action of mandate 
| against the directors of a company could only be brought 
\by the association in its collective character, and not 
‘by the individual shareholders. It appeared, however, 
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i had compromised its claim 
that the com collectively 
against the rare for a sum of 36,000,000f, or 1,440,000; 
and the individual shareholders had, therefore, no case. But 
on the second ground the Court condemned in da the 
three directors—Emile Pereire, Isaac Pereire, and M, Salvador 
—who had constituted an “inside directorate” by the laws of 
the society after a fashion not unknown in this country. The 
reports and accounts of such a company it was held were in. 
tended to be made public, and if the representations were| 
false pecple induced by them to take shares were entitled to 
redress, The false representations, according to the judg. 
ment, consisted of statements that great profits were made 
when in reality there were losses—the profits being in 
fact only reckoned in paper in @ Way that has also 
been familiar in this country. In the first balance-sheet, 
notwithstanding a real deficit of 120,000/, the accounts were 
made to show a profit of upwards of 80,000/, of which 76,000/ 
were distributed in dividends. But this profit was derived 
exclusively from a sum of 50,000/ which was merely an esti- 
mated increase of the value of real property, and another 
sum of 96,000/ which was merely an economy effected in the 
execution of certain works of street improvement, the execu- 
tion of which formed part of the consideration of the sale of 
a property to the Company by the town of Marseilles. The 
works were executed for so much less than the estimate at 
the time of sale, but the Court held that this only 
reduced the price paid for the property, and was not a profit 
to be divided. In the second balance-sheet, for 1864, 
a profit was made by including a sum of 488,000/, the sup- 
posed gain of “sales” of property, the conditions of which 
were that the price was to be paid by annuities at long date,— 
at any rate a sum which had not actually been realised, and 
in the event was not turned into cash. Thus there was an 
enormous real deficit, although 240,000/ was paid in divi- 
dends. In the third balance sheet, viz., for 1865, the practice 
according to the Court reached its apogee. The profits now 
shown, derived as in thesecond balance sheet, amounted to about 
900,000/, of which 240,000/ were again distributed, and the re- 
mainder mainly carried to an extraordinary reserve. These 
reports, the Court held, justified the complaint of shareholders 
who had bought between 1863 and 1867—that they had been 
deceived by false accounts; and the offending directors were 
accordingly condemned jointly and severally to make guod 
what the shareholders had paid for the shares with interest, 
less the sum they had actually received in dividends. The 
action being one of tort, the Court refused to hold the outside 
directors responsible as they were not actively concerned in 
the false representations, Such is the French mode of deal- j; 
ing with paper profits and with false representations of 
directors; and we do not think that the French have any 
cause to envy us our system of procedure. There is a final 
complication in the case. It was a condition of the compro- 
mise with the Company already spoken of that the Company 
should guarantee the directors from any farther payment to 
the individual shareholders. The Company as a company is 
accordingly compelled to reimburse the directors with costs.

Tue Rarmway Tax.—The deputation from the railway 
companies this week will bave satisfied Mr Lowe that the new 
tax is not only unjust to individuals, but that, after all, his 
proposed remissions would only have benefited a small minority 
of the companies. It is stated that the deputation represented 
nearly 30 millions out of the 38 millions appearing to have 
been the gross receipts from traffic last year, The change 
being thus opposed by the majority of the tax-payers interested, 
the case for it fails altogether; and Mr Lowe has fairly 
promised to reconsider the subject. He had not desired, he 
said, to inflict any impost upon the companies. Now that 
this particular change is disposed of, we trust that Mr Lowe will 
act upon the hint he guve in his Budget speech—that if the 
change was not liked he had no objection to leave things as they 
are, and so have his final surplus increased. Various suggestions 
are thrown out for changing the basis of the tax ; but there 
is hardly a possibility of change without injuring some one. 
Most of the suggestions, moreover, apart from our principal 
objection that remission is itself inexpedient, appear to us 
anything but improvements. The net receipts, it is said, 
deducting working expenses, should be taxed ; but we should 
prefer Mr Lowe's plan to that. The deduction of working 
expenses will in no way cure the inequalities of the tax. The 
causes of inequality lie as much in the debenture interest and 
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ference shares as in the working expenses; to charge 
the net receipts instead of .the gross receipts, if the 
same money is to be received into the Exchequer, will 
make little difference to the ultimate tax-payer. Besides if it 
should make a difference it would probably be quite as unfair 
as Mr Lowe’s plan, it is supposed, would be. A company 
which had a defectively equipped line would make a large 
deduction for working expenses ; but a company which added 
to its capital to equip and finish the line and rolling stock in 
the most perfect way would have fewer “ working expenses ”’ 
so called, though the ordinary shareholders would be bur- 
dened by having more interest or preference dividends to pay. 
The line which was most commodious to the public would 
thus be the most heavily taxed. A new tax on receipts can 
hardly be fair, as it must always tell most on the least pro- 
fitable lines, those which have the smallest margin for the 
ordinary shareholders; but the tax on gross receipts would 
make the least alteration in the relative position of companies. 
We object to any change, but the alterations suggested to

people are to satisfy. The proprietors of cheap newspapers 
complained that they could not use the post because the 
minimum charge on printed matter was a penny—out of all 
proportion to the charge for the article sent. The change is now 
proposed that newspapers may be sent for a halfpenny ; and 
they complain that other people are to get the same advantage. 
Mr Lowe proposes that heavy and bulky newspapers, if under 
six ounces, may also be sent for a halfpenny. A grievance 
like this is of a very odd description. There may be reasons, 
we admit, why the postage on cheap newspapers should be 
still further reduced, but that is an entirely separate question, 
and should be argued on its own merits. The Post-office in 
undertaking to carry single newspapers under six ounces is 
4 already very liberal ; and the task of carrying six ounces of 
newspaper matter, which would soon raise a claim to have the 
same privilege extended to all printed matter, might easily 
lead to loss without any corresponding benefit to the com- 
munity. 





Bitts oF Laptne.—In the case of Finlay v. The Liverpool 
and Great Western Steamship Company before the Court of 
Exchequer this week, a question as to the endorsement of 
bills of lading has been decided. The plaintiff was endorsee of 
a bill of lading for 165 bales of cotton shipped at New York 
for Liverpool on board the defendant’s ship Idaho; but after 

‘shipment certain persons claimed the cotton in the New 


York Courts, and the Courts compelled the defendants to 
deliver to them. The defences relied upon was that the defen- 


_dants were relieved by the reservation in the bili of lading of 


| the “ restraint of princes,” and that the shipper on whose en- 
_dorsement the plaintiff claimed had no property in the goods. 
The Court of Exchequer now held that though the plea as to 
“restraint of princes” was bad, such words only covering the 
Acts of the Executive Government, and not covering legal pro- 
ceedings before civil tribunals; yet the second plea was good, 
| if the defendants could prove the facts. Mr Baron Martin 
| stated—“ The endorsement of the bill of lading by one who 
(| had no title could not confer one on the endorsee, for, under 
|the Bills of Lading Act, the endorsee of a bill of lading 
‘could only sue where, by reason of ihe endorsement, the 
| property in the goods passed to him. The statute did not 
put the endorsee of a bill of lading in the position of a bond 
Jide endorsee for value of a bill of exchange.”

Home Monetary Drarys.—Mr R. H. Patterson read a | 
paper before the Statistical Society last week on ‘‘ Home | 
Monetary Drains”—a subject to which we have fre-| 
quently called the attention of our readers, In the course of 
the paper some conclusions were expressed or hinted at with || 
which we are far enough from agreeing, but the facts and | 
figures were most elaborately set out, and Mr Patterson has | 
done some good service by his laborious study. With regard | 
to the quarterly drains—those at the close of each quarter— | 
which are the most important, Mr Patterson stated that ac- 
cording to the average of the last eight years the drain of | 
notes amounted to 1,830,000/ for each of the April and July 
quarters, 2,270,000/ for the January quarter, and 1,370,000/ for | 
the October quarter, but “the variations for each quarter are so | 
great that little is to be learnt merely from the averages.” With | 
regard to the half-yearly drain of gold to Scotland, in May and | 
November, he found that it amounted to about 400,000/ and | 
tended to increase, “owing to the note circulation of the | 
Scotch banks being fixed, while the monetary requirements of | 
the country gradually increase.” Mr Patterson added a good | 
many figures illustrative of the panic of 1866, pointing out | 
however that the drain of notes from the Bank was not for | 
circulation but for hoarding. We canno$ notice all the points 
touched on, but call attention to the paper as a contribution | 
to the statistics of an interesting subject. In introducing | 
however a table, exhibiting the well-known fact that a 
high rate of discount in London did not bring gold from 
Paris after the panic when the rate there was several 
points lower than in London, Mr Patterson should have | 
been more explicit. He hints that the table confutes | 
a good many currency theorists, meaning apparently those 
who hold that the way to replenish a bank’s reserve is to raise |

the discount rate, but he cannot surely mean this,. when the | 
explanation is so evident that the money did not come in 
1866 on account of our monetary discredit.

SPECTUS.—The course taken by Vice-Chancellor Malins—re 
the Union Hill Silver Company, Limited—will be generally 
approved of. Finding that the applicant for a compulsory | 
winding-up had paid 124/ and was only liable for 36/ more, 
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and that his motion was resisted by the other shareholders 
who preferred a voluntary liquidation, and that no reasonable 
good would arise from a winding-up order to the petitioner or 
any one else, his Lordship refused the application, although 
he spoke in most disparaging terms of the origin of the con- 
cern and its present condition. Such decisions will undoubt- 
edly check attacks upon companies without sufficient founda- 
tion.

We extract the following from Messrs W. Nicol and Co.’s 
circular, dated Bombay, April 2:—A change has come over thig 
cotton mark-t during the past few days—the demand has almost 
entirely ceased for the moment, and the total transactions of the 
week are on a smaller scale than for maths past—prices so far 
have not been much affected by this absence of demand, mainly 
we believe from the fact that arriva!s of cotton are still moderate, 
and the bulk of the Broach and other cotton coming to mark-t is 
being delivered upon contracts previously entered into at a higher 
range of prices. The following are the principal transactions of the 
week :—Dhollerah, ready in small lots, 287 rsto 288 rs; Oomra- 
wuttee, 2864 rs to 280 rs per candy, according to quali‘y ; Barsee, 
at 272 rs, and Khandeish, 270 rs to 265 rs per candy. For for- 
ward delivery we have only heard of one sale of new Veerungaum 
Dhollerah for May delivery at 270 rs. Of regular Dhollerah there 
are few sellers, and we have not heard of a transaction during 
the week. dn the districts prices keep very nearly level with 
this market, and there is still no margin in favour of buying up- 
country. We have fallen behicd the figures of last year by 
141,400 bales in our shipments up to date, and this will about re- 
present the deficiency we shall have at the end of the fair season 
as compared with last year, but this may be made up ia part 
during the rains and la'er on, although we much doubt if we shall 
end the year with a total shipment approaching the figures of 
1869, for the crops in Guzerat, Dhollerah, and Dharwar are all 
late, and a much larger proportion of the crop than usual will be 
carried into the export of next year.

out much smaller than the trade—previous warnings notwith- 
standing—seems to have expected. Fine clothing kinds too are 
in great request, and realise very high rates, as in fact do ail 
woois baving claim to a superior degree of breed and character. 
As for the medium and good descriptions, they sell at an advance 
ranging from 1d to 2d on Iebruary prices. Lambs command ex- 
treme rates, realising often 4d, 61, and even 8.1 more ttian fleece 
value. The competition for cross-bred is brisk, but the prices 
are not what they were a year ago, when this class of wool was 
in exceptional demand. 


The annexed is dated New York, April 15 :—It is an acceptable 
ckange to be able to report a much better trade in the dry goods 
market. There has been a tolerably steady feeling for several 
weeks past, and thi», together with the firmer tone in gold and 
cotton and the advance of the season, have combined to induce 
country buyers to enter the market more freely than at any pre- 
vious time during the past two months. In foreign goods as well 
as domestics there is a much better tone, and importers are dis- 
posing of their stocks witn considerable activity, the best styles of 
dress goods and handsome cassimeres being most in demand. Tue 
money market has retained, during the week, te increased firm- 
ness noted in our last report. The balances of the banks appear 
to have been somewhat reduced since the opening of the month, 
but there is, nevertheless, an ample supply of funds for all classes 
of borrowers, the deposits with the private bankers being especially 
liberal. On call loan: the rate has been generally 6 to 7 per 
cent. ; at the close of the week there was a larger proportion of 
business done at the lower rate. The discount market still works 
easily, having been little affected by the comparative firmness on 
call loans. There is a very moderate supply of prime paper;

The market the past week has lost not only the upward ten- 
dency apparent last week, but a part of the improvement then 
establi-hed. This has been due to the fact that the European 
advices have been much less favourable. Last week’s rise at Liver- 
pool was the result of lower estimates of shipments from India 
before the monsoon ; and the depression there this week is under- 
stood to be caused by the belief that the receipts before October 1 
will probatly equal last year’s receipts on account of the quicker 
movement through the Cana]. These alternate rumours with 
regard to India and continued unsettled feeling as to the supply 
to be expected from this side keeps the Liverpool market very 
sensitive and greatly under the influence of the weekly receipts 
here. Of course prices at this point quickly respond to avy up- 
ward turn there, as the stock is very small, and holders cannot 
believe but that last summer’s history is to be repeated. There 
also appears to be an expectation in some quarters that our market 
will be oversold, and prices thus crowded up. Gold has during 
the werk shown a disposition to work upwards, and this has been 
an element helping to sustain prices. Last night at the close 
there was rather an unsettled feeling, but quotations were lower, 
with middling Uplands at 23}, and to-day there has been no 
market. For forward delivery the movement has been much less 
important than during previous weeks, and prices have tended 
downwards. Sales of this description reach 6,050 bales (all low 
middling or on the basis of low middling), of which 1,400 bales
